In an earlier letter 1 gave a brief descrip- 
tion of the river up to Amara. Above Amara 
the banks become even more barren and deso- 
late.

At a general meeting of the Association of 
Austrian Chemists, held at Vienna, the Pre. 
rident, Dr. Mamefeld, 
which had been made of 1,358 articles of food | 
during the past year, The resalts of the. 
analyses, he said, were appalling, and re 
vealed incredithe trickery of tne very basest 
description. No fewer than 355 articles were 
shown to have been adelterated almost be. 
yond recoguition, or nearly a quarter of the 
total number of articles anal mis 

Dr. Mansfeld stated that there were three 
circumstances which were at the root of all 
thie malfeasance :—-The prevailing custom of 
sending gifts to soldiers, the importation of 
adulterated articles from abroad, expecially 
from Holland, and the effort made to find eub- 
stitutes for articles of daily consumption, the 
sy of which had heen exhausted 

or the troops a large number of unwhole 
nome tea. coffee. and cocoa mixtures and ex 
tracla were in use, moet of them deleterious 
and worked up with sugar and dry milk in 
gredients of a most dangerous character.
